News of the death of the former President was 
received here by Miss Josephine Stricker, the colonel’s 
secretary, in a‘telephone message from Mrs. Roose- 
velt, 

Miss Stricker said that the colonel had suffered 
an attack of inflammatory rheumatism on New Year’s 
Day and had since been more or less confined to his 
room. 

The attack of rheumatism settled mainly in Colonel 
Roosevelt’s right hand, and Mrs. Roosevelt sent at 
once for a nurse in the village of Oyster Bay. His 
condition did not at first seem to be alarming and 
the turn for the worse is believed not to have come 
until Sunday night. 

The immediate cause of Colonel Roosevelt’s death 
was pulmonary embolism or lodgment in the lung of 
a clot from a broken vein, it was stated by one of his 
physicians. 

Death, it was said, came to him painlessly as he 
slept. 

The colonel’s physicians were: Dr. J. A. Faller of 
Oyster Bay, Dr. J. H. Richards and Dr. John H. Hart- 
well of New York City. 

Forty-eight hours before his death the former Presi- 
dent had been visited by one of his physicians, who 
stated he found the colonel apparently in good condi- 
tion and spirits. The colonel, he said, laughed and 
joked with him and said he expected soon to renew 
his wood chopping expedition on his Sagamore Hill 
estate. 

In announcing Colonel Roosevelt’s death, Miss 
Stricker said: 

“Mrs. Roosevelt called me on the telephone shortly 
before 7 o’clock a. m.,: saying that the colonel was 
dead. 

“The attack must have been very sudden. On New 
Year’s Day inflammatory rheumatism developed in

much swollen. Mrs. Roosevelt sent for a nurse in the 
village and the colonel was made as comfortable as 
possible. It did not occur to me at that time that he 
was seriously ill.” 

Miss Stricker went to Oyster Bay last Saturday to 
pay the colonel a visit. She said: 

“At that time the colonel was sleeping in his room 
and I did not see him, and there was nothing in the 
circumstances of his illness then to indicate to me 
that death was near. When Mrs. Roosevelt called me 
and told me of the colonel’s death I could hardly 
believe it.” 

It is understood that only Mrs. Roosevelt and the 
nurse were with him at the time of his death. The 
other members of the family are in other parts of 
the country or abroad.

DAVID LUBIN DIES 
WITH PNEUMONIA 


Prominent San Franciscan and 
Founder of Agriculture 
Institute Dies 


Rome.—David Lubin of San Fran- 
cisco, founder of the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture, and the Amert- 
can representative on its permanent 
board, died here January 1 of pneu- 
monia. His fatal illness followed an 
attack of grippe. 

David Lubin was born in Poland 
sixty-nine years ago. He came to Cali- 
fornia in 1867, and, after working as 
a commercial traveler, established 
with Colonel Harris Weinstock at Sac- 
ramento in 1874 the mercantile firm of 
Weinstock, Lubin & Co. 

Twenty years ago he retired from 
business and devoted his energies to 
founding the International Institute 
of Agriculture. He traveled exten- 
sively, gathering information from 
which he developed the practical de- 
tails of the plan. In 1910 the King of 
Italy gave a building and an annual 
income of $60,000 to the project and 
the Agricultural Institute was estab- 
lished at Rome. Lubin was selected as 
United States delegate to the insti- 
tute. He has since resided there and 
carried on his work. 

Under a treaty ratified by ffty-three 
nations, the system of reports on 
crops, imports and exports was per 
fected under Lubin’s direction. This 
won for him the name of “the bene- 
factor of the farmer.” The Interna- 
tional Institute was responsible for, 
the establishment of the rural plan in 
America. 

Lubin secured the presentation in 
Congress of measures for improving 
the parcel post service, to promote di- 
rect dealing between producer and 
consumer. He was a former presi- 
dent of the California Musical Insti- 
tute and was author of “Let There Be 
Light.” 

Lubin is survived by three sons and 
five daughters, among whom is Simon 
J. Lubin, vice-president of the Cali- 
fornia Immigration and Housing Com- 
mission, who is now in Burope. The 
other children are: Jess: I. Lubin, 
Sacramento; Mrs. N. Saqui and Mrs. 
J. Rubel, New York; Dorothy and 
Nava Lubin, living in Pennsytvania; 
Teddy Lubin, living in Bngland, and

Washington, D. C.—W!Ith the substd- 
ence of the epidemie of influemza the 
attention of health officers ts directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularty couse a large number 
of deaths, espectuily during the winter 

| season. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Pubthe Health Service, these disenses 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unless the people ore particularly 
careful to obey health Instructions, 

“The present epidemic,” said) Sur- 
geon General Bine, “has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently ag a slight cold 
may ge on to pneumonia and death, 
Altbough the worst of the epideinic 1s 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against.” The Surgeon General likened 
the present situntion to that after a 
great fire, snying, “No fre chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible fire hive «is- 
appeared. On the contrary, he con- 
tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows thut there Is dan- 
ger of the fire rekindling from siol- 
dering embers.” 

“Then you fear another outbreak of 
Influenza?” he was asked. “Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic,” sald 
the Surgeon General, “but unless the 
peopte lenrn te realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay n heavy death toll from pneumo- 
nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Gelds Highly Catching. 


“It Is encouraging to observe that 
people are beginning to learn that or- 
dinnary coughs and colds are highly 
catching und are spread from person 
to person by menns of droplets of 
germ laden mucus. Such droplets are 
sprayed into the alr when careless or 
Ignorant people cough or sneeze with- 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
1s also good to know that people have 

learned something about the value of 
fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira- 


nia, ete.) are Infrequent; In the fall, 
as people begin to remain tndoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; Jn the 
winter, when people rare prone to stay 
In badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent.
